1 Tax Arrears on Lands Resold 

j The clause in the act respecting tax 

@ arrears, which provides for the elimi- | 
nation of properties already resold, 
reads as follows: 

“Provided that with reference to} 
lands already forfeited to the mnu-| 
nicipality, and not resold, the owner | 
may file with the secretary-treas- | 
urer, or other proper officers, a re- 
quest in writing that the provisions 
of the act shall apply to his said 
lands.” 

This point is one that has been the 
subject of considerable question in 
the city of Edmonton since the act 
was first announced by the minister 
of municipal affairs, since a large 
number of lots were sold in tax sales | 


to private purchasers and the re- 
demption privileges which the own-| 
ers, thus deprived, were extended 


provided that the purchasers would | 
receive ten per cent. interest in the 
event of the lands being redeemed be- 
fore the expiration of 12 months. The} 
act now introduced by the govern- | 
ment provides for an interest rate of | 
eight per cent. on the tax arrears| 
coming under the operation of the! 
measure. | 

This rate of interest was questioned 
by J. C. McCallum. He feared that a| 
rate of ten per cent. might bring | 
about a better response to the plan, 
to permit the municipalities to ar- 
range settlement for arrears. 

The Primary Object | 

Both Mr. MacKay and James Ram- 
sey were of the opinion that the rate 
of eight per cent. would operate in 
the reverse from that which Mr. Mc- 
Callum feared. The people in arrears 
would be encouraged to try and re- 
deem their land instead of throwing 
up their hands and allowing’ the 
whole thing to go if the burden seem- 
ed too heavy. Mr. MacKay pointed 
out again that the act wae primarily 
intended to provide a way in which, 
deserving property owners might save | 
their lands, 

The act reads that, “Any munici- 
pality may by resolution of the mu- 
nicipal council make this act applic- 
able to the municipality,” and fur- 
ther, that “the act may also be made) 
applicable to any municipality other) 
than a city by order-in-council on the 
recommendation of the minister of 
municipal affairs." 

The main proviso of the act permits 
property owners in arrears to have| 
their arrears up to December 31, 1918, 
assembled in a lump sum which could 
be paid off in eight annual instalments 
with interest at eight per cent, it be- 
ing required that the taxes for 1918 
be paid together with one year’s in- 
terest at eight per cent. on the total 
arrears.

British Proposals

Everywhere—Women to 
Get Same Pay as Men 
| =e 


LONDON, March 4.—( British Wire- 
less Service)——-The main proposals of 
British draft, adopted with minor al- 
terations by the International Labor 
leaders at Paris as the new charter of 
jabor, are given in a special dispatch 
from the kabor correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph. 

The provisions of this draft preclude 
the employment of children under 15 
years of age in industrial occupations 
and of children between 15 and 18 for 
more than six hours daily. At least 
two hours each day must be devoted 
by these young workers to technical or 
regular education and they won't be 
permitted to work at night, or on 
Sundays and holidays. 

A Saturday half-holiday will be In- 
troduced into all countries and work- 
ers shall be allowed a continuous 
weekly rest of at least 36 hours while 
the hours of work shall not exceed 
eight duily or 48 weekly, and even less 
than this in dangerous trades. 

Women shall not be employed at 
night, and employers shall not give 
women work to do at home after their 
regular day's work Women shall not 
be employed in especially dangerous 
trades, which it is impossible to make 
healthy, or in mines, or below ground. 
| Women shall not be allowed to work 
for ten weeks altogether before and 
after child birth, six weeks to be taken 
after confinement. 

In every country a system of ma- 
ternity insurance shall be introduced, 
providing for compensation at least 
equal to sickness insurance 
payable in the country concerned. 

Women shall receive the same pay 
|; as men for the same jobs. The vse of 
| poisonous materials shall be prohibit- 
| ed in all cases where it is possible to 
| Secure substitutes for them. 

} Workers shall have the right of 
free combination and association in 
| all countries. 

A system of unemployment insur- 
ances hall be set up in every country. 
All workers shall be insured by the 
state against industrial accidents 

A special code of laws for the pro- 
tection of seamen shall be established. 

Regarding immigration, which shall 
not be prohibited, in a general way, 
the charter, according to the corres- 
| pondent, recognizes the right of any 
state to restrict immigration tempor- 
arily in a period of economic depres- 
| Sion or for the protection of public 
| health and recognizes the right of a 
| state to require a certain standard of 
| education from immigrants.

legislation Standing out boldly aloof 
from his associate members, and de- 
eclaring that “he would not listen to 
the political call” or “heed the crack 
of the party whip,’ when they con- 
flicted with the dictates of his con- 
|} science, the speaker vigorously de- 
nounced what he termed the curtaile 
ment of liberty of the individual. He 
appealed to his fellow members to 
“take their stand like men and not 
like mice” on either of the questions

“The penalties provided under the

ship, Bishop N. Budka, organized the 
| Ukrainian People's Council of Alber- 
ta, whose duty it will be to help de- 
vastated Ukrainian territories in Eu- 
rope, and passed the following reso 
lutions: 


Resolutions 


The following resolutions were pass- 
jed unanimously: 


i—We, the Ukrainian delegates of 
this convention hereby express our 
Sincere loyalty to His Majesty, the 
King, George V., to the Bri n flag 
and to our adopted country, Canada 
With our only desire to become her 


true and worthy citizens. 

2—We are ready and willing to as- 
sist in every possible way and to co 
operate with our federal government 
in its task of demobilization and re- 
| construction frought about by the 
Great War, and having regard to the 
services rendered by our brave sol- 
diers to this country and to the civi- 
| lization of the world, we cail upon our 
| government for an urgent and speedy 
|solution in the reinstatement of 
soldiers in civil life in a manner wor- 
|thy of their services and to help them 
|and theirs with all their requirements 
3—Owing to the fact that a large 
|number of Ukrainians in this coun 
{try come from } tern Galicia, which 
has been part of the now collapsed 
Austria, and that the Ukrainians being 
Slavonic people, always resented the 
j Austrian yoke, which was forced upon 
them by German rulers, the animosity 
and suspicion toward the Ukrainians 
in public press and life in Canada, 
causing an unrest as to their future in 
(Canada is unjustified, and, therefore, 
we urge our government that steps be 
token immediately ‘that the Ukrainians 
shadjl not be classed + Austrian and 
consequently as enemies, but that they 
should be recognized as Ukrainians 


jand members of the great Slavonic 
race, just like Poles, Czecho-Slovaks 
and Jugo#lav, who were formerly

6——We express our loyalty and deep 
love toward our Ukrainian Greek 
Catholic church and toward our spir 
ittual head and leader in Canada, His 
Lordship Bishop Budka and his cler 
gy, and we regard their works as very 
beneficial toward the uplifting of our

7-——We solemly protest against the 
resolutions of certain individual fac- 
tions of some of the sel-myled leaders 
directed against our organization and 
especially against the organization of 
the “Ukrainian People's Council" and

“Whereas, the aforesnid orders-in- 
council were passed during hostilities, 
which have now ceased, a recognition 
of these changed conditions by the 
Canadian government is to be found in 
the present demobilization of the ex- 
peditionary forces; and 

“Whereas, a number of persons, in- 
cluding J. H. Lewis, a railway mail 
}clerk of Saskatoon, Sask., has been 
tried for offences against the afore- 
said oppressive orders-in-counei! and | 
have been convicted without trial by | 
‘jury, and in some cases hava been 
| sentenced to long terms fh penitentiary

The new Liberal leader seems to 
be satisfactorily unsatisfactory to 
the Tory papers and their turn- 
coat associates.

A Tribute to Premier Stewart. 
The Calgary Herald expresses 

the editorial opinion that the Le- 

gislature has wasted a month in 
rofitless discussion, mainly of 


‘ederal matters; arriving, of 
course, at the conclusion that 
blame lies in the refusal 


Premier Stewart to make his Gov- 
ernment a donkey engine of the 
Union Government. 

As a matter of fact the debate 
on the address, in which most of 
the time has been consumed, was 
one of the most informing and 
useful debates ever held in the 
House. That Federal matters were 
touched upon is true, but not more 
frequently, and certainly not more 
acrimoniously, than in previous 
sessions. Indeed, the outstanding 
feature of the session has been the 
uniform good temper that has pre- 
vailed—a development due in no 
small degree to the geniality of the 
new leader of the Opposition. 

If when Federal affairs have 
been touched upon the tone has 
been critical of the Ottawa admin- 
istration, it in this only reflects 
the attitude of the publie toward 
that impotent combination of dis- 
cordant elements. And if, this be- 
ing the temper of the country, 
Premier Stewart had made his 
Government a political flunkey to 
Ottawa it is easy to see where the 
local Government would have 
“got off at.’? It would have per- 
ished in the general deluge that 
awaits the Federal Government. 
That the Provincial Government 
was steered clear of that fate is, 
of course, displeasing to the Her- 
ald; and correspondingly reflects 
the good sense of Premier Stewart. 


Sounds Well, But——. 

In the threshing out of the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Hospitals 
Aet on Monday the leader of the 
Opposition took occasion to em- 
phasize that he and his colleagues 
favor a system 
Government 


would establish, 


maintain and operate the hospi- | 


tals, instead of the present scheme 


whereby the expense and respon- | 


sibility is thrown upon the muni- 
cipalities.

An act to amend the Municipal 
Districts Seed Grain Act is now 


before the Legislature, providing | 
that when any promissory note exe- |

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| SENIORITY ON STREET RAILWAY 
Nditor The Bulletin: 

Sir,—After listening to the discus- 
sion in the council chamber re the 
street railway men's grievance I could 
not help being struck with the ques- 
tion of seniority, Apart from the hair- 
| Splitting arguments of certain aider- 
;men of whether the men who parti- 
cipated in the late lamented strike 
were discharged or not. This ques- 
tion could be argued by both sides 
until doomsday with a certain amount 
of reason on both sides. And it looks 
as if the contention is not going to 
get either side anywhere. So why 
not compromise on a more democratic 
basis. Now, sir, there are several 
questions I have not heard answered . 
by either the aldermen or the street 
railway employees. The first is, does 
seniority make for a better street rail- 
way system, and second have the men 
received (as a whole body) the am- 
ount of good that the seniority system 
|claims. What is the object of the 
| seniority system. Is it to give cer- 
|tain men a prior advantage in the 
| selection of certain easy day runs over 
other men who came later In the em- 
ploy of the city and who have to be 
content with what the forerunners 
leave in the shape of hard runs and 
night runs. If so, it is not democratic, 
nor social; or is it a means to be first 
on the list for promotion without re- 
gard to merit. This would sound bet- 
ter if seniority were combined with 
merit. For otherwise the system 
would suffer. Now my contention is 
that all men, whether old or new em- 
ployees, returned men or not, should 
be given equal chance of work condi- 
|tions, especially when there is only 
one grade of work in the system. We 
know that after a little experience one 
man is as good as another. So why 
not do away with the seniority busi- 
ness and let every man have a month 
on nights and a month of days. This | 
|appears more democratic and would 
| solve a highly contentious subject and 
prevent our overseas heroes from 
having to participate in this miserable 
civil strife.
